ling -ways. TheyQshoUld let their voice be 
heard In tbe service ot soDg»ndof prsier. 
They should let tbe influence ot their dollars 
be tell in the revenue ot the parish «nd In the 
benevolent offerings. They should give the 
people awhaoee to sb»k<i tbelr hand. And 
all this should they do at the earliest possible 
ri»y after taking up a house In the neighbor- 
hood of the new chord). 


In the swiftly changing communities of our 


cities the new comers of auy congregation 
soon fiud theuwelvets iho old members. 
Within a decade one half (if the prdlnary con 
gregatloq of the cities chaises, ind at tbe 
close of a period ot S3 > ears hardly one mem- 
ber In ten remains. Much sooner, therefore, 
than they would think have the strangers be- 
come established residents. Upon them, there 
fore, at an "«rly day devolves the duty of 
showing those same rites of hospitality which 
were shown to them. They ought to foi&ot, 
as soon as may be, tbat they are newcomers, 
aud so become an lnt«K<«l P»rt of tbeessent'sl 
and aggressive forces ot tbo church.
